Regarding the arguments about inherent elements being 'obviousness issues,' the examiner never implied that the elements were not 
present in the '996, but that they are in fact necessarily inherent. The additional references ('371, 744) are included in the statement of 
the rejection (paragraph 7). The secondary reference ('903) is cited to merely show the physical reversing of filter layers that is described 
in '996. Also, the supply fan that is inherent to '996 is inherently "fluidly coupled" to both the inlets and outlets of every part of the 
treatment system by virtue of a flow connection. Responses to the remaining arguments have been given in the previous office action 
and are maintained. 
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
